Section 1. Section 69-2103, Reissue Revised Statutes of Nebraska,
is amended to read:

 Act:

(1) Advertisement shall mean a commercial message in any medium that
aids, promotes, or assists directly or indirectly a consumer rental purchase
agreement but shall not include in-store merchandising aids such as window ____________________________________________________________________

(2) Cash price shall mean the price at which the lessor would have
sold the property to the consumer for cash on the date of the consumer rental
purchase agreement for the property;

(3) Consumer shall mean a natural person who rents property under a
consumer rental purchase agreement;

(4) Consumer rental purchase agreement shall mean an agreement which
is for the use of property by a consumer primarily for personal, family, or
household purposes, which is for an initial period of four months or less,
whether or not there is any obligation beyond the initial period, which is
automatically renewable with each payment, and which permits the consumer to
become the owner of the property. A consumer rental purchase agreement in
compliance with the act shall not be construed to be a lease or agreement

(3) The disclosures shall be made using words and phrases of common
meaning in a form that the consumer may keep.

(6) Information in addition to that required by section 69-2104 may
be disclosed if the additional information is not stated, utilized, or placed
in a manner which will contradict, obscure, or detract attention from the

 required information.
(7) The department shall adopt and promulgate rules and regulations

establishing requirements for the order, acknowledgment by initialing, and
conspicuous placement of the disclosures set forth in section 69-2104. Such
rules and regulations may allow the disclosures to be made in accordance with
model forms prepared by the department.

(8) The terms of the consumer rental purchase agreement, except as
otherwise provided in the Consumer Rental Purchase Agreement Act, shall be set
forth in not less than eight-point standard type or such similar type as
prescribed in rules and regulations adopted and promulgated by the department.

a. DO NOT SIGN THIS BEFORE YOU READ THE ENTIRE AGREEMENT, INCLUDING

ANY WRITING ON THE REVERSE SIDE, EVEN IF OTHERWISE ADVISED.
b. DO NOT SIGN THIS IF IT CONTAINS ANY BLANK SPACES.
c. YOU ARE ENTITLED TO AN EXACT COPY OF ANY AGREEMENT YOU SIGN.

 section.
(6) A consumer shall not take any action to offset any amount for

which a lessor is potentially liable under subsection (1) of this section
against any amount owed by the consumer unless the amount of the lessor's
liability has been determined by judgment of a court of competent jurisdiction
in an action to which the lessor was a party. This subsection shall not bar a
consumer then in default on the obligation from asserting a violation of the
act as an original action or as a defense or counterclaim to an action brought
by the lessor to collect an amount owed by the consumer.

(7) In connection with any transaction covered under the act, the
lessor shall preserve evidence of compliance with the provisions of the act
for not less than two years from the date of consummation of the agreement.
